But speaking the truth in love, may 
grow up into him in all things which 
is the head, even Christ. 

The ranks of the ministry is filled 
with men of various talents and gifts. 
It is not brilliancy that God recog- 
nizes, but it is service. If you cannot 
be a wonder worker, you can be a lit- 
tle light to the path of some traveller 
or an armour-bearer to stand by 
some other worker. 

It is not altogether splendid talents, 
or deep culture that constitutes effi- 
ciency in the body of Christ. Now 
when they saw the boldness of Peter 
and John and perceived they were un- 
learned and ignorant men they mar- 
velled, and they took knowledge of 
them that they had been with Jesus. 
Ignorance is no disgrace, neither is it 
any honor. There are other ways we 
can let folks know that we have been 
with Jesus much better. Remember 
the Apostle, Paul was a cultured man 
and God could use him to an advan- 
tage before the noble of earth to both 
convince and stop the mouths of the 
gain-sayers; yet Paul preached the 
Gospel not with enticing words of 
man’s wisdom, but in demonstration 
of the Spirit and of power, that their 
faith should not stand in the wisdom 
of man, but in the power of God. 

We see big pin-whiskered men sit- 
ting up in the seminaries of our land 
passing as a Christian professor or 
doctor of divinity who profess to teach 
our young ministers of today the doc- 
trine of Jesus Christ, but the facts 
are, the majority of them are relying 
on the head altogether and are under- 
mining the faith of Jesus Christ, and 
are spitting out lots of damnable 
heresies and have just about enougly 
religion to float their fallacies into the 
minds of young ministers. Then when 
that young minister gets out on the 
field of labor, he knows nothing but 
to deliver an essay packed full of big 
words that would take a “Philadelphia 
Lawyer” to determine just what the 
thought is the speaker wishes to con- 
vey. 

Such preaching, as a general rule, 
only feeds the head and very seldom 
ever reaches the heart. Away with this 
hellish, concoct, kid glove, starchy 
way of preaching that has been insti- 
tuted to take the place of the Holy 
Ghost, the third person of the trinity 
that took up the reins of-government 
on the day of pentecost. If he can be 
the administrator and have full sway, 
heaven will swing low, the glory will 
come and apostolic results will be 
seen. 

The overwhelming need of the hour 
is Spirit-filled, blood-washed, fire bap- 
tized messengers of God to climb up-

on the wall as God’s watchmen to de- 
scribe the estate of man, the char- 
acter of life, the peril of the soul and 
preach hell hot, life short, death sure, 
eternity long and heaven beautiful. 
This is no time for dodging issues, or 
altering or modifying the message, 
but the Gospel needs to be preached 
in its pureness and in its fullness, a 
hundred proof and a thousand strong, 
red hot, snow white and sky blue. 

Do not: understand me to say all 
you have to do is just open your 
mouths and the Lord will fill it. God 
expects us to study to show ourselves 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed rightly di- 
viding the word of truth. As Brother 
Jernigan stated in his article some 
time ago God can and will help you 
at your desk as much as in the pul. 
pit. Fletcher stained the wall of his 
study-room with the breath of his 
prayers. The man who is used as an 
instrument does not receive the glory, 
and is not recognized as the worker, 
but simply as the instrument. As 
Richard Baxter has put it so wisely, 
“Each of us‘is just a pen in the hand 
of God, and what honor is there in a 
pen?” If you were going to plow 
a piece of ground, you could plow bet- 
ver with a sharp plow than a very dull 
one, so with God, He can use us to 
much more greater advantage if we 
have our feet shod with the prepara- 
tion of the Gospel. Extemporaneous 
speaking is more effective, persuasive 
and emotional than any other variety 
of sermons or addresses but we must 
know a thing before we can tell it 
intelligently so it will have its proper 
effect on the congregation. Although 
there has been a growing tendency 
for preachers to drift into a form ana 
the devil of formality has murdered 
Spirituality to a great extent. 

Spiritual battles are as real as mili- 
tary battles and as it is necessary for 
the soldiers in military service to have 
the necessary equipment for the bat- 
tle, such as ammunition, guns. of 
various kinds, a captain to give orders 
etc. so we as soldiers of the Cross 
must be equipped with the fire and 
the Holy Ghost to successfully operate 
the big machine gun (the Word of 
God). 

There is enough ammunition _ be- 
tween the lids of the Bible to kill 
every devil ever born out of hell, if 
properly operated. We are in God’s 
army, under the banner of Jesus 
Christ, and have Him for our Captain. 
The battle is set in array and _ the 
ministers of old North Carolina are 
bomb-shelling Satan’s ranks, and 
while the devil is growling the saints 
are shouting. 

The text says we should speak the 
truth in love. In order’ to speak the 
truth, we must first know what the 
truth is.

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pulpit loaded with lots of hard, harsh, 


human expressions and fleshly say- 
ings that have a tendency to drive 
away their congregations instead of 
drawing them closer and when they 
fail to have a revival they say 
“These people are case hardened and 
bound for hell.” My brother, there is 
a lot of difference in preaching the 
truth of God’s Word and human ideas, 
and too what you said perhaps was 
true in a way, but some things are 
lawful that are not expedient. When 
you drive away your congregation, 
what have you accomplished? The 
minister of the Gospel is in a respon- 
sible position. He is dealing with the 
most precious thing in this world— 
the soul of man. We are trying to get 
men, women, boys and girls ready for 
the judgment, and if we will speak 
the truth in love it will have a far 
more reaching effect than if we do 
not apply the truth in love. 

I firmly believe if we ministers 
could more fully realize that when we 
are in the stand preaching that we 
are making a “public” proclamation 
of the words we speak, we would put 
in more time thinking what we should 
say before hand. As a usual thing the 
fellow that does not believe in prepa- 
ration for a message before time to 
deliver it, is the skinning kind—hit 
or miss. 

For the last few years I have watch- 
ed with an eager eye the success and 
failures of ministers of our own ranks, 
as well as elsewhere, and my personal 
experiences have contributed valuable 
information and thrown light on the 
subject and I have concluded that the 
need of the hour is more prayerful 
study of the Word of God to be 
preached in love and less anecdotes 
carried on in vaudville style, and 
that we should not jump too quickly 
to a conclusion when things are be- 
fore us for consideration, but weigh 
earefully evidence from every angle 
before rendering a decision on any 
matter. Many times our ministers 
only after hearing one side of an af- 
fair will express themselves on the 
matter too quickly which causes the 
other parties concerned to think you 
are biased and question your ability 
to handle the affair or to determine 





which or what is right, and you could 
not blame them’ consequently your in- 
fluence is hurt perhaps with the 
ones standing on the right sidé. As 
well as being energetic, we should be 
very considerate on all lines, so as to 
retain the confidence of both parties 
concerned, if possible. Of course. 
sometimes after due consideration of 
a matter, when you render your de 
cision some folks will turn against 
you for a while because they were so 
set and fixed in their pre-conceived 
ideas, but time will bring this all out. 

A minister of the Gospel should be 
esteemed very highly for his works’ 
sake by his congregation; but the 
preacher must steer clear of reproach 
by keeping himself ciear of old debts 
and be sure your grocery bill and 
house rent is paid ete. or at _ least 
your creditors satisfied. 

The ministers are to be examples 
of the believers in word, in conversa- 
tion, in charity, in Spirit, in faith, in 
purity, and too the minister, when he 
preaches the truth in love he must 
by all means practice it. I don’t knew 
what to think of a preacher that will 
preach tithes and receive them and 
will not then pay tithes himself. 
I firmly believe his (or her) license 
should be revoked. 


We are to grow up into lim im all 
things. The text says the Scribes and 
Pharisees were called hypocrites by 
Jesus, because they would not measure 
up on all lines. They would pray their 
long, dry, decorated, flowered-up 
prayers on the street corners to be 
seen of men and look sad enough to 
make an undertaker weep. They would 
fast twice a week and pay their tithes 
of mint and anise and cummin. Cum- 
min is an animal plant whose seeds 
have a bitterish warm taste, with an 
aromatic flavor.

All ministers are required to tithe 
If you are receiving tithes they have 
already been tithed, but all offerings 
and money earned outside of the 
ministry should be tithed. Tithe of 
offerings are to be sent to headquar- 
ters and tithe of money earned out- 
side of the ministry is to be paid to 
the church of which you are a mem- 
ber. All church treasurers should send 
one tenth of the tithes to headquar- 
ters and not less than one tenth to 
the state overseer, balance to pastor. 
All members should pay tithes in the 
local church and Gog will bless you 
for it, if you give it as unto the Lord. 
The last Assembly ruled that each 
church should raise one fifth as much 


for missions as the church pays 
tithes.

“Hear Ye Therefore The 


Parable of the Sower” 





Robert 


Text.—Matt. 13:18-23. 

And there were gathered unto Him 
great multitudes so that He entered 
into the boat and sat; and all the 
multitude sat on the beach. 


The farmer will have no trouble 
picturing this scene, as He was here 
speaking to the small Galilean farm- 
ers. We first see Him step into a little 
fisherman’s boat and row out a little 
way from the shore. The eager masses 
are standing on the shore, longing to 
hear Him open His mouth to speak 
from His anointed lips, the everlasting 
Gospel of saving grace and love to- 
ward fallen man. Just beyond and 
above are the little Galilean hillside 
farms, and as he looks out over them, 
He does not see the concrete highway 
running thru their farms that run 
thru many of the great farms of to- 
day. But instead, He sees the crooked 
footpaths that run here and _ there, 
beaten hard by long and _ frequent 
traveling, and this affords the natural 
setting for the beautiful parable of 
the sower and his soils, preached from 
the lips of the greatest preacher or 
prophet that ever trod the soil of 
earth. 

But why <this parable? As he looks 
out over the little footpaths running 
hither and thither, and sees the poor- 
Galilean sower as he swings his arm, 
so gracefully scattering the seed over 
the soil. He sees some falling on the 
hard trodden soil along these paths, 
and as He is well acquainted with 
all classes of people, He sees one of 
the greatest opportunities for sowing 
the seed of the Kingdom. Now He is 
ready to describe the four kinds of 
hearers and to show what kind of 
soil to look for in God’s husbandry. 

Here is the little hillside farmer, 
sowing his seed, some falling on 
hard ground, some falling on stony 
ground, some falling among thorns 
and some falling in good soil. As some 
falls on the footpaths, Jesus spontan- 
eously calls attention to this and re- 
marks, that this seed will be eaten by 
the birds. Of course they understand 
this. But He explains farther, there 
are hearts here just like this. There 
are hearts today in the same condi- 
tion. These hard paths are the hard 
hearts which have heard the Word 
preached time and again and have 
become so hardened that it no long- 
er has effect on them. We sometimes 
call them “Gospel hardened.” Some of 
these hearts, I’m sorry to say, are, 





there is yet hope. Hearts that have 
become hardeneq can be broken up, 
plowed deep and prepared for a new 
crop; but they must break up the fal- 
low ground of their hearts. Yea, the 
heart must be broken and tears be 
made to flow. A broken and a con- 
trite spirit, God will smile upon and 
bless. Oh what clever insight! How 
well this hard ground describes many 
modern hearts of today. How little 
impression the high and holy calling 
makes on the modern business man of 
today, who is wholly absorbed in his 
personal affairs; on the coveteous 
man, or the woman, who is _ busily 
engaged with social engagements. 
These are well nigh deaf to the bless- 
ed Redeemer’s call to repentance for 
sin. Many, many, go to church, but 
leave their hearts at home, or else- 
where. Many come altogether for wor- 
ship, but their minds are on the farm, 
the store, the office, the automobile, 
or something concerning the affairs of 
this life. Some have their hearts and 
minds on the funny paper, the ball 
game, or the Monday business trans- 
action. Oh, | tell you sincere devotion 
and an honest heart desire to worship 
God is lacking, and must be revived | 
in the Church goers or hell will be 
their doom. Hell is God’s dumping 
ground for the refuse and rubbish. 
So many lose their first iove and 
their hearts become hard. What does 
this mean? first love? It simply means 
that when we first accepted Jesus as 
our personal Savior and He made us 
sons and daughters of the most high 
God by the new birth and sanctified 
us by His own precious BLOOD, we 
had perfect love ang He was always 
tirst in everything, yes thank God, He 
was first in our lives at the table, in 
the home, in the store, on the streets, 
in the automobile and we would read 
the Bible instead of the Sunday news- 
paper altogether; we wou!d be pray- 
ing instead of joy riding; we would 
be reading His word instead of Mutt 
and Jeff and singing and praising God 
instead of discussing the faults of 
others. Oh God, do help us to break 
up these fallow hearts until we can 
travail in birth until sons and daugh- 
ters are born into thy Kingdom. “Thy 
Kingdom come, thy will be done in 
earth as it is in heaven.” I wonder 
how many hard hearts there are in 
heaven. I wonder how much evil sur- 
mising, backbiting and humanism 
there is up there. My God, give us 
Holy Ghost conviction, genuine re- 
pentance, confession, restitutions and 
a forsaking of sin, yea, a holy heart, 
a baptized life with fire from the 
habitation of the triune God. 
To break up the hard heart, many 
times requires trials, losses and disap- 
pointments. Want and suffering in a 
far country, many times brings the 
prodigal to his senses and brings him,

erty to do this, and I say, “Oh God, 
do send it, if that is what it takes.

A toad stool springs 
up over night and when you touch 
one, over it goes. It as quickly withers 
as it springs up, because it has no 
depth of earth in which to root. we 
have such heart soil in every commun- 
ity. Do you remember that last re- 
vival, when John and Mary got thru 
again? but the meeting closed and 
the big crowd left and soon John’s 
and Mary’s religion was gone. Such 
hearts are easily stirred, but it is not 
real Holy Ghost conviction for sin, it 
is nothing more than human religion, 
because the grace of God that bring- 
eth salvation, fills and thrills every 
nerve and fiber in the whole being, 
and puts a shout in the soul. Yea you 
are happily shouting if you are saved 
by GRACE. By this I do not mean 
that you will always be _ leaping, 
jumping and making a noise, but 
there will be peace and joy in the mid- 
dle of your soul, and some times a 
shout at least. The experience that 
soon withers is not the supernatural, 
but alas, it is superficial. Such folks 
make good stage performers but will 
not bear the test of difficulties along 
the narrow way. Such experience will 
not stand the way of the rugged 
cross, but bless God, the way of the 
cross leads home. Usually such folks 
are long on creeds but short on deeds. 
They soon become unsympathetic, un- 
charitable ang unloving toward oth- 
ers. We must allow our life blood to 
be tapped for righteousness’ sake. Je- 
sus) says this class has no root in 
themselves. Certainly their religion is 
rooted only in incidents of the oc- 
casion; it lacks intelligence and un- 
derstanding which accounts for an 
experience of this kind. It simply 
lacks Jesus Christ; it lacks the aton- 
ing BLOOD: it lacks the BLOOD cure 
for sin and uncleanness. Can’t these 
hearts be helped? Yes, but they will 
require some smashing blows. It is 
dangerous to wait for the weathering 
years to condition them, and to be 
left to the storms of fate, but these 
unpromising souls will surely be left, 
unless there is something done for 
them. 

“Sown among thorns.” How foolish 
Mr. Sower. Don’t you know that if the 
briers and weeds are not rooted out, 
the harvest will be choked? The ten- 
der plants cannot thrive and grow in 
weeds, and what are the weeds? Sim- 
ply cares of this world, worldly wor- 
ries, the delight of having money, 
fine clothes and many other things of 
a carnal nature, fill the focus of the 
heart. Jesus is selective and demands 
the WHOLE HEART. He declares we 
cannot serve God and mammon. He 
certainly condemns the man or wo- 
man who takes just enough time for 
his religion to keep up a show of 
piety. This life is “unfruitful.” He has 
gone to church for years and has 
come to know his conventional place, 
but his life has never come to fruit- 
age. It has plenty of pretention, (foli- 
age) but no fruit. Other interests have 
sapped his, or her vitality, yea sap- 
ped the very heart of the CHRIST 
LIFE and this thorny heart cannot 
be helped until it fully renounces its 
love for the material things of this 
world and earnestly seeks the King- 
com of God in HIS righteousness. 

“Sown upon good ground.” How 
well the farmer knows that here is 
where he reaps his harvest. How well 
God, the husbandman, knows that 
here is where He can look for fruit. 
“Some thirty, some sixty and some 
an hundreg fold.” Thank God for 
these honest true hearts who love the 
Truth and can feast on the whole 


the news of the death of Absalom. 
This illustrates the two kinds of 
preachers and messengers in all the 
various dispensations, and they are 
numerous today, that is the self-ap- 


pointed ones, but few are really 
chosen of God, yea few have the 
proper heart soil and the proper 


fruitage to bear the Gospel message 
with soul-burdened hearts for the lost. 
The one class push themselves for- 
ward, think they have a message and 
insist on doing something which they 
are not qualified to do, but the other 
class is DIVINELY CHOSEN of God 
to do a work that no one else can do. 
The first man was powerfully strong 
and a fast runner in his own estima- 
tion; but the second who was black, 
was an humble man and waited for 
others to appreciate his ability. 
Ahimaaz had only heard a great noise 
on the battlefield but did not know 
what the trouble was. But Cushi, the 
chosen messenger, had seen the death 
of Absalom and was acquainted with 
all the facts. 

How true it is that those who run 
without being sent under special ord- 


ers, do so in the strength of mere 
nature and go by impressions and 
voluntary feelings. They see a big 


crowd and hear a big noise and they 
then think they know a lot and want 
to do something great in their own 
eyes. 

The true messenger has a positive 
knowledge and a perfect assurrance, 
yea, he knows the truth, thank God he 
knows that he knows it. Ahimaaz was 
a swift runner and got there first, but 
when he got there he did not have any 
definite news. This illustrates the fact 
that the man without a message tells 
everything but the right thing, also 
that a lie will travel faster than the 
truth. It shows that error is always 
swift; error can go ten miles while 
truth is putting on its boots, but when 
error gets there, it fails to give satis 
faction. Bless God, when Cushi, the 
slow runner got there, he hag posi- 
tive facts to tell and could give satis- 
factory information, Cushi had the 
goods. Don’t you see the contrast? 
That which is empty has great speed; 
that which is: full goes slow, but it is 
the full charge that is needed, yea 
charged and recharged with heavenly 
dynamite, full to the brim and not 
pop off at the wrong time. A heretic 
will work fast and draw a crowd but 
fails to give satisfaction, fails to 
stand, but the true prophet of God 
goes slow but his work will abide. 

The first messenger fired a blank 
cartridge, but the second one fired a 
dynamite bomb that shook things 
from center to circumference. This 
illustrates the difference in the Spirit 
and the flesh. Thus we have the four 
kinds of hearers and the two kinds 07 
sowers.
